The  English  Language  Service,  or  ELS  has  been  a  part  of  Concordia  for  twenty-two 
years  this  September.  Starting  on  September  15,  1975,  every  four  weeks  a  large 
group  of  students,  business  people,  and  others  began  coming  to  Concordia  to  learn 
English.  The  students  of  the  ELS  center  live  on  or  near  campus  and  study  in  an 
intensive  language  program.  They  learn  conversational  English,  customs,  and  tradi- 
tions. They  are  introduced  to  an  American  way  of  life  with  trips  to  plays,  amuse- 
ment parks,  and  sports  games.  Their  presence  on  campus  gives  Concordia  stu- 
dents a  chance  to  learn  about  the  people  and  customs  of  other  countries,  as  the 
ELS  students  live  and  eat  with  them.  Some  Concordia  students  choose  to  become 
conversation  partners,  to  help  ELS  students  with  their  vocabulary  and  conversation 
style.  Many  ELS  students,  after  their  graduation  from  the  basic  program,  stay  to 
learn  a  higher  level  of  English,  and  many  of  those  choose  to  stay  and  become  stu- 
dents of  Concordia,  or  other  universities  and  continue  their  education.

GOD'S  A  WOMAN?!? 
The  second  play  of  the  fall 
semester,  created  quite  a 
controversy  by  casting  God 
as  a  woman.

Worst  of  all,  nobody  is  allowed  to  leave 
the  theater  until  the  stage  manager  says  he  is  pleased 
with  the  performance.  One  last  instruction.  The  play 
must  be  life.  Not  imitating  life,  not  making  fun  of  life, 
but  being  life. 

And  now  the  curtains  are  open...  are  you  ready?
